gram is developed according to the principles of 
ecumenism and interreligious dialogue set out 
by the Second Vatican Council and the official 
Directory for the Application of Principles and 
Norms on Ecumenism of the Pontifical Council 
for Promoting Christian Unity. Its objectives are 
the preparation of professors and practitioners in 
ecumenism and interreligious dialogue, the further 
education of directors of diocesan or regional/ 
national ecumenical and interreligious offices, 
and the continuing ecumenical and interreligious 
education of the clergy, religious and the lay 
community. It offers foundational courses and 
seminars, and a systematic study that are relevant 
both to ecumenical and interreligious dialogue. 

Faculty members are highly qualified both aca- 
demically and professionally, and have varied and 
extensive experience in ecumenical and interreli- 
gious dialogue. All permanent faculty members 
possess doctorates in Sacred Theology and an 
impressive list of scholarly publications. Some of 
the faculty have held positions, either full-time 
or as consultants, in the Vatican offices con- 
cerned with ecumenism and interfaith relations.

Eligible? 

In order to apply for the Russell Berrie Fellowship, 
candidates must be eligible to gain admission to the 
Angelicum. Applicants planning to pursue their first 
year of the licence degree are eligible if they submit 
a written commitment from their Bishop, or Ap- 
propriate Religious Superior that they will receive 
support in the second year of their studies. Current 
first year licence students are eligible to apply for 
the second year of their studies at the Angelicum. 
Applicants planning to pursue a Diploma in Inter- 
religious Studies (one-year program) are also eligible 
to apply.
